Coolidge called on the governors of 
the several states today to assume 
their full share of responsibility for 
enforcement of the prohibition laws. 
Meeting with more than thirty state 
executives who had responded to his 
invitation to 
attend « W hite House 
conference on law enforcement, Mr. 
Coolidge flatly declared th a t “ no pro­ 
vision of the Eighteenth amendment 
or the national prohibition act con­ 
templates any surrender of state re­ 
sponsibility. 
The provisions of the 18th amend­ 
ment and its supplementary statutes, 
the President said, are perfectly plain 
in the directions they give both to the 
President and to the governors of the 
*tat^*. 
He added th at the country 
“ought to comprehend that, when laws 
have been made, there is and can be 
no question about the duties of execu­ 
tives to enforce them with such im­ 
plements and by such means, as the 
law provides for securing 
enforce­ 
ment.” 
The President suggested no new 
means of cooperation 
between 
the 
Federal government and the 
states 
and made no comments on the decla­ 
ration of the governors yesterday in 
their conference a t W est Baden, In­ 
diana, or on the suggestion as to en­ 
forcement methods recently put fo r­ 
ward by individual governors.

did say, however, th at the problem of 
law enforcement could not be answ er­ 
ed by “political intrigues” or d eter­ 
mined by “extrem ists on either side.”
